Nitrogen 
dioxide gas in small amounts can 
be extrem ely harmful or deadly 
to humans and animals. Nitrate 
poisoning may reduce production 
and harmfully affect livestock re­ 
production. 


Both ot 
these problems stem 
from accumulation of nitrates in 
plants. Heavy nitrogen fertiliza­ 
tion from any source and or un­ 
favorable growing conditions may 
result 
in 
abnormally 
high 
ac­ 
cumulations. During tile ensiling 
process, 
these nitrates may be 
converted to nitrogen dioxide gas. 
This gas sometimes can be de­ 
tected as a yellowish cloud of ir­ 
ritating gas with an odor sim ilar 
to laundry* bleach. Being heavier 
than air, it tends to come down 
silo chutes to the silo room. 
Because of these problems, se­ 
verely drought-stricken crops, es­ 
pecially corn, should not be en­ 
siled unless certain precautions 
a re taken in filling the silo and 
feeding this forage as green chop 
or silage. Some precautions are 
using eight pounds of sodium me- 
tabisuKite per ton of forage as a 
possible means of preventing silo 
gas formation, and not ensiling 
or feeding drought-stricken crops 
for three to five days after a re­ 
covery 
rain. 
Ventilate

area well. Do not allow hungry 
livestock access to suspected for­ 
ages. Gradually introduce suspect­ 
ed forages to the ration over a 
period of seven to IO days.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
— American 
scientists 
plan 
to 
launch a M ariner 2 spacecraft to­ 
ward Venus early Sunday to probe 
secrets of the far-aw ay planet. 
Sometime in a three-hour period 
after midnight, a powerful Atlas- 
Agena B rocket is scheduled to 
roar skyward to sta rt the 447- 
pound gold-and-silver plated pay­ 
load on an intended 182 million- 
mile trip. 
The Venus shot is the first of 
four m ajor satellite launchings in 
the next five weeks and five more 
before the end of the year planned 
by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Adm inistration.

planned for late Septem ber; a 150- 
pound Relay com m unications saL 
elide, and another Telstar satel­ 
lite. 
American Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co. is financing the Telstar 
project. Relay, like Telstar, is de­ 
signed to orbit between 500 and 
3.000 m iles, transm itting com m u­ 
nications on a global basis. It is 
a NASA satellite built by Radio 
Corp. of America. 
The later launchings listed by 
the booklet include a Ranger craft 
to take pictures of the moon and 
to land an instrum ent package on 
the moon; another Tiros weather 
satellite, another Relay launching 
and two m ore Telstars.
